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GENERAL INTRODUCTION 
TO THE LIBRARY. 

Tanjore Maharaja Serfoji's Sarasyat! Mahal Library^ 
which is described by Dr. Biarneli ‘‘ to be perhaps the 
largest and most important in the world and which Dr. BOhler 
says contains a great many useful and a number of very rare or 
nearly unique books many of which are quite unknown or pro* 
curable only with great trouble and expense*^ was till recently the 
prifate property of the Bajas of Tanjore. 

The earliest beginnings of the Library must have been about 
the end of the 16th century when Tanjore was under the rule of 
Teiugu Nayakas who collected Sanskrit Manuscripts written In 
Telugu character. In the 17th cantury the Mahritbas conquered 
the country ard since that date the Library has been increasing. 
By far the greater portion of the collection was made by Serfojl 
during a visit io Benares during 1820—1830. Sivaji his successor 
added a few. There has pracrically been no addition of any value 
tii! very recent times. A good number of Sanskrit Manuscripts 
including rare and valuable nmnnscripts representiag the collection 
of generations of a family of scholars, known as the ‘^Jambunitha 
Bhaf Lifdagai Collection ” was added to the Library in 1921. 

BegMding the origin and importaace of this collections Dr. 
Hullich has the following interesting information in No. 111. 
Reports on Sanskrit Manuscripts in Southern lEdia*^ edited by 
Mm in liO§ at Madras ; — 
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Tlie laaoBscripti? described in this Report belong to JaBabn™ 
nillift bliatta, a Mahr&lha BrShtnaip at Tanjorej who is the eldeit 
Bon of a cirt&iD Mannambhatla, He is a no mean Sanskrit Scholar 
mi keowfe the whole ^g?eda hj heart. As he is continually leach- 
ing the lixl of this saered book to students, even Ms blind daughter 
has iearnt to recite portions of it. The existence of this Iiibrary 
was brought to my notice by Mr. T. S. Knppuswami S^trl, of the 
Educational Department, who is favourably known to Sanskritists 
by hk paper on Ramabhadra Dfksita. During my absence on 
furlough in Europe, my First Assistant, Mr. V. Venkayya, m,a., 
ww deputed to Tanjore in order to catalogue Jambanitha’s collec- 
tion. He spent three months at this work, in which he received 
the valuable aid of Mr. Kuppuswaini fetrl, Both the list and the 
extracts testify to the throughness and care with which he has 
accomplished his task. Fro-m his Aiuiiud Report on Epigraphy for 
1898“-»99 I quote the following details about Jambunitha*s 
collection t — 

** He is the eldest of the three brothers and is descended from 
a family whose influence is reported to have been very great when 
the Mahii|ha Kingdofn of Tanjore was in existence. When 
manuscripts were obtained for the Palace Library from Benares 
and other places in Northern India, the ancestors of JambunStha 
bhatta appear to have systematically used their influence to 
make their collection of Sanskrit works. This accounts lor 
the existence in this collection of a large number of ancient 
manuflcripte evidently copied in Northern India, The texts were 
traEficribed ny the members of the lamiljs who appear to have 
been learned men. This according to the present owner of this 
Lilxary, was how this oolleclion came into existence® The mamus- 
wiptiare all written in Nigarl characters and on lcM»e sheets of 



paper* HaviBg been Ireqaeniily handled by Ignorant and carelai 
men the mannseripts became mixed up, and the owner, who 
despaired of restoring order among them, made them into bundles 
and tied them with cloth. About two years ago, Mr, Kuppuswimi 
&strf, to whom examination of Sanskrit manuscripts is a labour of 
loves prepared a tentative list of the contents of these bundles. 
When I went to Tanjore on the 2od January, Jambunithabhatta 
showed me about one hundred of these bundles. A cursory inspee*- 
tion of them satisfied me that the Library was an important one 
and it should be carefully examined. This meant that not only 
should these works which were still complete be registered in my 
list but that an attempt should also be made to put together pieces 
which, through careless handling, had got out of their places’*. 

In 1922, the Library received other valuable collections of 
rare Interest, known as the “ Kagalkar ** and the “ Patanga Avs- 
dhita ** collections. The former is about 159 and the latter, about 
100 years old* 'The collection made by the Kagalkar Family of 
learned Sanskrit Scholars of Tanjore especially versed in Sanskrit 
Grammar contains the autograph copies made by some 

of them of the works composed by themselves and others. Its 
prominent feature Is the colieetioo of works on Sanskrit Grammar. 
The collection made by PataagSvadhOta whose descendants settled 
at Tiruva^amaradilr in Tanjore District contains a large nmnber 
of works on Yedanta and Bhakti Both these 

collectione comprise several Manuscripts which do not already 
exist in this Library, 

The attention of the Government of India and through It of 
the Government of Madras was directed in 1868 to the importance 
of the examination, purchase or transcription of Sanskrit Manus- 



cripli in fiicllan Ijibtaries and the framing of printed lists or 
eitalogiies of the same. (Proeee'iings of the Goverameiit of India 
in the Home Department (Public), No. 43S8-485 dated Simla, 3rd 

Moiernwr 

In respect of magiiimde as well as the range of subjects dealt 
with, nol to sprak of the diversity of languages employed, the 
Taiijora Library is probably second to none among Oriental 
Libraries in India, 

In December of the same year, the Government of Madras 
asked Plekford, Professor of Banskrit^ to carry oat the instrac” 
tioQB of the Gowrniaent of India. He commenced to catalogue the 
maanscripts al Tanjor© ; bat he fell seriously ill and had to return 
to Europe in March 1870 and never came back to India. It is not 
known how much he had done as his unfinished catalogues could 
not be found, (Letter from the Professor of Sanskrit, Presidency 
College. Madras, to the Chief Secretary to the Government of 
Madras. 22iid May 1870, and Letter No. 1560, dated Madras, 7th 
June 1 'j 76. froui the Director of Public Instruction, Madras, to the 
Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras). 

Thereupon Dr. Burnell, District and Sessions Judge, was 
appoinled in G. 0. No. 71, dated loth March 1871, to catalogue the 
Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Library at Tanjore. That learned 
Scholar devoted a great deal of research and labour to the task and 
hificataiogua which he styled A Classified Index to the Sanskrit 
Manuscripts in the Palace at Tanjore,” was published in three parte 
between 1878 and 1880 in London. This is now the chief key to 
the huge Sanskrit collection in this Library, But unforlunalely a 
great n-Aiiy manuscripts, above 4,000, seem to have been omitted 
mi Ms catalogue cannot be said to be.complete. 



During fche coarse of his preparation of the catalogue Dr. 
Bomeli wrote to fche Chief Secretary to the Q-oferniiieal of Madras 

from Bangalore on 6th August IB78 as follows 

It may perhaps be asked il the Library is worth the labour 
spent on ifc. I can answer unhesitatingly that it is. It is low a 
recognised fact that nearly all Sanskrit Works of importance exist 
in different rdcensioas. The Tanjoie Library ie unrivalled in this 
respect : it contaias several good manuscripts of ali the most im- 
portant ones known as yet, including a law that are 
The Tanjore Libiaryj howavars contains additional manuscripts of 
most of tne works which I had discovered ©Isewhere^ and ihis is a 
matter of great importance. 

I believe that this Library must sooner or later, escheat to the 
Qroveinment, The preparation of this catalogue will therefore 
protect property of enormous value. Sanskrit ManuBoripts have 
long been vary dear and the cost of making proper transcripts is 
now very heavy. As far as I can judge, it would not be possible 
to form a Goilection like that at Tanjore at a less cost than ^£60,000 
but many manuscripts are unquestionably unique/* 

The Tanjore Maharaja Serfoji's Sarasvatl Mahal Library is 
now a public library in the lull sense of that term, the G-overiiineiife 
of Madras through the Treasurer of Chiiritable EadowmeHte 
being responsible for its administration. The collection belonged 
to the reigning princes of Tanjore — the Mahratha Maharajas. 
When the last of them died leaving no direct male heir and after 
the death of the last surviving this coiiecfcion together with 
the other properties formed the subject of litigation ia civil couits. 
There was a rumour a few years ago that the oollection had 
altraeted the- attention o! some wealthy patrons of learniiig froni 
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OmsmM, Aocl it woaM appear lhat arrangemente were ver j nearly 
rtadf to sell the whole collection outright at aa aiscBsed value, when 
public itleolion was focussed on certain remarks of Dr» Burnell 
lo the efftel that “it would not be possible to form a collection like 
that at Taajore at a less cost than JS 50,000**. The parties concern- 
ad had perforce to wake up and the deal was not immediately 
coccladed. The public of Tanjore also began to interest themseltes 
in the af air adequately. It was rightly considered as a question 
of Malional pride. The parties in 0. S. No. ‘26 of 1912 on the file 
of the Subordinate Judge of Taisjore agreed that it was eminently 
fit that the Library should be preserved and maintained as a Public 
Library in trust for the public and removed the Library and one 
Inkh of rupees to provide for its up-keep, frem the subject-matter of 
the suit. The Government of Madras in G. 0. No, 1306 Home 
(Education), dated fith October 1918, accordingly took possession 
of the same under the Charitable Endowments Act and have 
framed a scheme for the management of the same. 

Since the Library became a Public Trust there has been a 
marked ioiproYement in the reception accorded to it by the public. 
Various liberal and generous-minded benefactors have come forward 
with niagnanimous offers. The Library has been enriched with 
sevemi very fine collections of manuscripts, every one of them rare, 
valuable and very interesting. The Kagalkar collection, Jambu- 
nilha Bhal Li^lagai collection and the Patauga Avadhita collec- 
tion — all these three alone number 2181 manuscripts. Besides 
these, the TyigarSja SvamI collection which alone contains more 
IhftH 190O manuscripts ; then the minor collections — the Subtah- 
mafya totei collection, Subrahma^ya Eao collection, Bimacandra 
Ga^apat coliection, Nlkkaftha &stri collection, Bev^ankara 
Tawker eoHeclion, Gopllakrwa Devaleker coilection, mi 
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Melilft coileotioE-— all are of great and paramount importance. 

The mannscripte are either on palm leaf or on paper* They 
are of ¥«ry different ¥aitie and come from mty different sources* 
A large collection of these are recent NigarS copies of manuscripts 
In South Indian characters and are at least a century old. 

These manuscripts are in more than eleYen distinct alphabet! 
being from all parts of India. On the whole, one may easily say 
that the total number of manuscripts now in this Ijibrary is likely 
to exceed SOsOOO. 

A large number of original records belonging to the la&i 
reigning house of Tanjore which will be oi Tory great importance 
for recomstracting the political and social history of the MahrSth® 
rule in Southern India has recently been transferred to the care of 
this Library from the Gml Court by wder of the Judge, 

Besides these manuscripts there are also a number of books 
and Manuscripts in almost all the Indian and European languages 
and on almost all branches of human knowledge. Special mention 
may here be made of the books and manuscripts in Telugu, Tamil, 
Mahrithi and English on account of their number and importance. 

Dr. Burnell issued what he modestly styled A Ckssiied 
Index to the Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Palace at Tanjore/* 
between 1878 and 1880. Between 1880 and 1918 for very nearly 
forty years, the Library has been the victim of many an outrage, 
ISiese who were in possession gave oat on loan very many manus- 
cripfefi which were never returned. And many more somehow or 
other, found themselves into Libraries other than at Tanjore. Dr. 
Burneif s Catalogue is very usfnl to us to trace out lost naanuBciipts 
wMch ace never likely to come back to us. Our losses are 
a 
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pro^Wy tm more : for eren Dr. BarnelFs admirable catalogue 
w« by 00 iiieaQi a complete catalogue of ail that existed. For^ 
where be mentions a sing!® work in a bundle, we are able today 
to teacfi two or more wofks in the same bundle. 

The Committee appointed by the Government of Madras took 
charge early in 1919. Since then, they have been busily pushing 
forward the work of revising and preparing a fresh catalogue of all 
Ihe works now in the Library according to the latest scientific 
methods. Each work is described in detail in a card-index -form 
which contains ail the necessary particulars. 

In 19K1 a Catalogue of printed books in French, Latinj Italian 
and Greek was published. In 19*26 three volumes of' a Catalogue 
of Tamil Manuscripts in the Library were published. From the 
year 1924 a Catalogue of Mahrathi Msa. and books of this 
Library is being prepared; the first Volume was published 
in 1928. These are now on sale and can be had from the 
Secretary of the Library, 

The Administrative Committee of the Library approached 
the Govern nienl of Madras, year after year with the request for a 
special grant to enable them to prepare and publish a descriptive 
c»Mogue of the Sanskrit Manuscripts in this Library^ In their 
G* 0. Mo. Mis. 863 Dated 9th April 1927, the Government of 
Madras were pleased to allot the necessary funds for a three-year 
programme for carrying out the long delayed desire of the Com- 
mittee. The work of cataloguing and printing has since been 
puilied forward with great rapidity.

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GENERAL SCHEME 

OF THE 

DESCRIPTIVE CATALOGUE. 

Dr. BErnell iesued Classified Index of lh@ Sanskrit Ms8» In 
the Palace at Tacjore ** in three parts between 1878-”1880 and 
noticed briefly 125376 Mss. At present the Library possesses more 
than 255 OOO Sanskrit Mss. The present DescriptiYe Catalogue 
is expected to furnish detailed notices regarding all the 
Sanskrit Mss. When the scheme of a desoriptiv© catalogue of the 
Sanskrit Mss. in the Tanjore Palace library* Tanjore, was fiiit 
discussed. I expected that the whole catalogue may not exceed 
5000 pages of printed matter. But the experience of the last two 
years shows that the Descriptive Catalogue would easily exceed 
10,000 pages. As the Government Grant sanctioned in G. O. No* 
Mis. 563 dated 9th April 1927 contemplates only a three»yeaf 
programme ending with 81st March 19S0 for catalogue estimated 
to extend over approximately S^OOO pages, I have to set forth in 
detail the scheme which is proposed to serve as a guide for the 
Sanskrit Mss contained in this Library. 

The 25,600 Sanskrit Mss. of this Library may be roughly

VOLUME I. 

V^^lwme I describes iis detail the SaiphitSg of the fow Vedas 
iiad the bhi|yaa thereon. There are 596 Mss. dealing with the 
SaiphitSsof the four Vedas. Along with the Rg-VedasaipWti 
the %*Vedic Miscellaneous SOkjss, the §g“VedasamMtinukra» 
luapk&s and Bg-Vedapadapi|hasare also noticed. Similarly, along 
with the Samavedasaiphiti, the SamavedapadapSIhas, the Sima- 
vedagiuas and their AnukramaijikSs are described. After the 
Siimhitis of the four Vedas the Saiphitibhifyas (‘Nos. 597-697) 
are noticed. This completes Volume I. 

VOLUME IL 

The Second Volume begins with the Brihma^as belonging to 
the mrious Vedas. No& 698-828 describe the Brahmafas. The 
BrihmafabhalJas are then noticed (Nos. 829-859), After the 
fariouB Brahmaiabhifyas, the Ara^jakas are described (Nos* 860 
-8S8), The Upanifads are then dealt with (Nos. 899-'4420), They 
are classified according to the Veda to which they are attachedi as 
is described in detail in the Muktikopanifad. Those that are not 
mentioned in the Muktikopanifad are grouped under the general 
heading ® Mweellaneous Upaniipbds.* Nos. 1421-1426 deal with a 
few Miscellaneous items belonging to the BrShmafas and Upani- 
^ds* Here ends the Second Volume. 

VOLUME IIL 

The Third Voiunie begins with the Bhifyaa^oii IheUpanlpds 
(Nos. 1427-1677). To make the BkifyMiiioia iateilegible fiom the 



poii^ of liew of a student of Philosophy, these hate been clas«ifi«a 
aoeofding to the sohoola of Philosophy to ’ which the GtmMen* 
talots belonged. Nob. 1427-1559 describe the Upaniprdbhifyfts 
belonging to the Advaita school, Nos. 1670*1673 to the Bfaite 
school and Nos. 1^74-1677 to the Vi§i^id¥aita school 

The Vedingas are next taken up. The Mss. on Sikp, Ohandas 
Nimkta and Jyautisa (Nos. 1673-172H) are described. These aw 
followed by the Mss. on Vedalaksa^a more particalariy comprised 
by Yedic grammar, including PratiAikbya and other subsidiary 
texts (Nos. 1724-1816). Nos. 1817-1942 contain notices of Mss. 
belonging to the subject-matter described in Volumes I-IIl, in 
the form of a Supplement, as these were detected too late for 
incorporation earlier. Here ends the Third Volume. 

At the end of the Third Volume several Indices are added. 
For such indices, Volumes I— III are treated as a whole. The 
indices deal alphabetically with i{f AutkoTs^ Owners of Mss,^ 

Sirihes of Ms$^ and Names of Works, 

VOLUME IV. 

Volume IV describes in detail ^rauta-Sitras, BhSfyas thereon 
and a portion of Srauta Prayogas. Nos. 1943-3028 describe the 
various SrautasOtras belonging to the first three Vedas, The 
SrautaEiteabliaiyas are then noticed in detail (Nos. 2029-2072). 
These are followed by Mss. on Srautaprayoga (Nos. 2078-23o6) 
chiefly dealing with the seven HaviryajiiasaipsthSs and their 
accessories. These are the Adhana, Agnihotra, the Anviram- 
bhaflyai the DaiAapur^amSsa, the Igraja^a, the Pi^apitryajia, 
the Citwmasya, the NirS^hapaiubandha and the SauteimaVl 
«crifi«es. Under each of these, the Mss. belonging to the

¥OLUME ¥. 

Yokme V describes in detail the mazra'^cripts "on Crania 
p»y0g», numbering 420 (Nos. i’i85'?-~-27?6). The Volume begins 
with the description of the seven Samsthas (i.e.,) Agni^maj 
Alyagn^oma, Ukthya, Atirltra, §o4aii, Aptorvima and Yijapeya. 
The mannscriplB dealing with each of these saipsthiB oomplalely 
are Sret described in detail At the end of each complete gai|i8th% 
the manuscripts dealing with the prayoga relating to individual 
9t¥iki are described. 

The msoBscripts described belong to the three schools of 
Aivaliyana, Apastamba and Bodhijana. 

Independent works on dranta, dealing with the various schools 
find a place next to the manuscripts dealing with the prayoga 
relating to individual l^tviks* These are followed by the descrlp- 
lion of certain metrical works, technically called drauta KirikSa. 
They summarise ths procedure to be adopted in the perlormanca 
of the various sacrifices. 

Manuscripts dealing with the expiatory ' ceremonies (Prayai^ 
cittas) are dealt with next.

Of Mallinitba’s commentary on the Baghuvamfe there 
are a number of copies and as before, one of them (No. *2990) is 
described in detail and the rest are described in tabular Iona 
(Nob. 2991-8044), Each MahSkavya and its commentary are being 
dealt with in this way — Kumarasambbava (Nos. 804^-3080); its 
VySkhjS (Mailinathak) iNos. 8081-89); Kiratarjunlya (Nos. 

8164); its vyakhya (Nos. 3165-86); ^i4up51avadha (Nos. 3188-3372); 
its vyikbji (Nos. 3873-3435); Naiaadna (Nos% 3444'-3605); its 
Yyikhyl (Nos. 3607-8678), Nirayauak vyakhja (8679^8689). Apart 
from Mallinitha’s commentary there are certain other commanla- 
ties and they have been described in full. Bor manuscripts noted ia 
the tabular statement, certain special remarks have been, wherever 
necessary, given and they follow each Mahakavya ia order. 

Nos. 3694-3789 describe the other Mahikavyas. Nos, 87411-

In many cases they 
exceed 100 and in a few they are below that number; and in spite 
of this apparent inconsistency, the authors of the respective 
works have named the works as iatakas and they have been given 
under this heading in our classification, 

in ciassifying the manuscripts ^under the heading Campu* 
kivyas, certain works, though they are in the Campu style of 
composition, have been taken from that place and removed to the 
heading ‘oarita® since their chief aim is in portraying the history 
of the limes and the individuals abons whom they are written* 
Thus Oolacampih (No. 421o), Yaradambikipari^ayacampi^ 
(No. 422C), Dliarmavijajacampiih (No. 4281), Bhosalavam^avall- 
campfih (No. 4240) and Sarabharajavilisah (No. 4241) have been 
taken over to the section ‘Carita®.
